Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper."

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 10-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Jenski (6,233,132). 

With respect to Claim 10, Jenski teaches the fist recited measuring step in figures 1-4 
and column 10, lines 20-33, the second recited measuring step in column 11, lines 1-5, 
the analyzing step in his claim 1 ©monitoring steps and the activating step in column 

10, lines 55-67. With respect to Claim 1 1 , Jenski teaches the zero voltage in figure 3. 
With respect to Claim 12, Jenski teaches the zero current in his claim 13 and column 

1 1 , lines 1-4. With respect to Claim 13, Jenski teaches the controller module 
programmed with a computer program in column 9, lines 24-30. With respect to Claim 
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14, Jenski teaches the real time measurement in figures 1-2. With respect to Claim 15, 
Jenski teaches an operating parameter substantially less than 200 \isec in column 4, 
lines 10-20. With respect to Claim 16, Jenski teaches the phase is measured at least 
within 30 degrees in figures 1-2.
